Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Minnesota .-
SECTION 1. That Bornham Hanson, Lewis Clark, David Oilman, N. N«m« of corpo

Myrick, Stephen Emerson, John L. Young and 8. B. Lowry, and such other wton-
persons as may hereafter be associated with them in the manner and for the
purposes contemplated bythis act, are hereby created a body corporate in
law, by the name of the Watab Bridge Company, and as such may con-
tract and be contracted with, sue and be fined, plead and be irapleaded, in
all courU of law and equity in this Territory, and may hare a common teal
which they may alter at pleasure.

SBC. 2. That Baid Company shall hnv« the power and right to con- Cowtnet trw^
struct and maintain a bridge across the Mississippi river, at the town of
Watab, inthecounty ofBenton, and Territory of Minnesota; which bridge
shall be of such height and dimensions as the Directors of said Company
shall deem necessary, to accommodate all travel with teams or otherwise ;
Provided, that such bridge shall not impeda the navigation of the Baid
river, and shall be completed within three years from tha passage hereof.

SBC. 3. The capital stock of said Company Khali be not to exceed c.piui «»•
fifteen thousand dollars, in shares of fifty dollars each.

SEC. 4. The shares of the capital stock of Baid Company may be is-
sued at such time and in such manner, and may be transferred, and pay-
ment of instalments on said shares demandable, and made payable, as the
by-lawa of said Company shall prescribe.

SEC. 5. The corporators named in the first section of this act, or
other persons as they may name, are hereby appointed commiasionarB to re-
ceive subscription to the capital stock of said Company, and shall open
books at such times and places as the majority of said Commissioners may
appoint, until the capital stock of said Company U taken.

SEC. 6. Whenever five thousand dollars of capital stock shall have nMUnf to
been subscribed, and five dollars on each share so rabscribed shall have
been paid in, any number of the said subscribers who shall represent a
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majority of tho then subscription to said stock, arc hereby authorized to
call a meeting of the subscribers thereto, by giving twenty days notice of
the time and place of such meeting. And those of tho subscribers who
may be present at tho meeting so called, shall have the powerto elect a
Jward of seven directors from the stockholders of said Company.

om«rt. SEC. 7. The board of directors thus chosen shall proceed to elect one
of their number President of said Company, and shall also choose one
or more persons to act as Secretary arid Trcasureref said Company, who
shall give bonds to be approved by the President and Directors, to the
said President and Directors, in such aum na tliey may require, condition-
ed for the correct discharge of his or their duty as such Treasurer and
Secretary of said Company; and at such first meeting, or as noon thereaf-
ter as practicable, said President and Directors shall prepare and adopt
a code of by-laws for the regulation ami government of the affairs of
said Company.

Tim* of mwt- SEC. 8. The said officers, chosen according to the provisions of tho two
IT preceding sections, shall remain in their several offices until the first Mon-

day of January, 1857; npon which said Monday a meeting of the
said stockholders ihall be held, and a board of seven Directors chosen, who
shall remain in office one year thereafter, and until others are chosen in
their stead, and annually thereafter, on the first Monday of January of
each year, a meeting of the itocVholders shall bo held and a board of sev-
en Directors be chosen foi t he ensuing year. Provided, that if any
vacancy shall bo created in any office, by reason of resignation, death or
otherwise, the Board of Directors shall have power to fill such vacancy for
the remainder of the term. Provided also, that the President of said Com-
pany shall be chosen from the seven Directors thereof, and a Secretary
and Treasurer shall always bo chosen by the said Board of Directors, ac-
cording to the provisions of the seventh section of this act.

M»=ungi, tow SEC. 9. The President of this Company shall have power to call a
"liled meeting of tho stockholders, at any time, by giving fifteen days notice of

the time and place of such meeting, iu any two newspapers published jn
this Territory or future Btato; and any four of the Board of Directors, or
a majority in value of tho stockholders, shall have tho like power to call
a meeting of thestockholders in like manner.

B-iawi to (u SKC. 10. The Board of Directors shall meet at such times and places as
on they shall regnlnto by their by-laws. They shall fix the compensation of

all officers of the Company, define their duties, and shall by their by-
laws regulate the government of all meetings of their own Board and of
the stockholders, and generally shall have the power to do all acts for the
benefit and purposes of the said Company.

oiBMrc. SEC. 11. The Secretary shall attend all meetings of the Board of Di-
t«r- rectors and of the stockholders, and shall keep a just and true report of all

proceedings at such meetings, and as Treasurer and Secretary shall
perform such dnties as the Board of Directors' by their by-lawi shall pre-
scribe.

»h*r« to SEC. 12. Every share shall be entitled to one vote, and at any meet1

«oneTot« jng for the choice of Directors, the seven stockholders having the highest
number of votes cast shall be elected Directors, and at every meeting of
the Board of Directors for the choice of President the Director having
the highest number of votes shall be elected President. Provided, that
at any meeting of the stockholders a majority in value shall constitute a
quorum, with power to transact all business; and at any meeting of the
Board of Directors, any four of the Directors shall constitnte a quorum,
with power to transact business.
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Sao. 13. No other bridge shall be established within three miles of NO bridt« wiih-
that erected by the " Watab Bridge Company,"- without the consent of ta one mU*-
said Company.

SEC. 14. The rates charged for crossing such Bridge shall not ex-Rttwoftoii,
ceed tho following rates for the first twenty years.

For each foot passenger, . . . . . . 5 centa.
For each horse, mare or inule, or two ox team, loaded or

unloaded, with driver, - - - - - - - 25 "
-For each single horse carriage, 25 "
For each additional cow or ox, 5 cents.
For each swiuo or sheep, - - - - - - 2 "
SEC. 15. This act may be altered or amended by the Legislature of

the Territory, or future State of Minnesota, at any time after the expire- L*gM«tni« m«y
tion of twenty years from the time specified iu the act for the completion *men '
of the aaid bridge.

SEC. 16. No debt or liability of enid Company shall bo contracted ex-
cept authorized at a meeting of the stockholders, having a majority in val- Debu, how con-
ue of the stock of said Company, and the stockholders of said Company, tr*'' '
shall be individually liable for nil legal demands against said Company, to
the amount of stock held.

SEC. 17. This act shall take cflbct aud be in force from and after its
passage.
